A BYLAW 

FOR THE PROTECTION OF FIRE LADDERS 
WITHIN THE CITV OF VICTORIA, B. 0. 



WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT TO 
make provision for tho protection of 
tho Fire-Laddors placod in tho respective 
Wards of the City by ordor of the Muni- 
cipal Council ; 

Bk it therefore unacted by tho Mayor 
and Council of tho Corporation of the 
City of Victoria as follows:-— 

1. Section 8 (eight) of tho Bylaw •en- 
titulcd " A Bylaw defining the duties of 
Firo Wardens and regulating the 'conduct 
of tho inhabitants at fires," is hereby re- 
pealed, and tho said Bylaw is .horoby 
amondod by tho insertion as section 8 
(eight) thereof of the following clauso: 

"No porson shall move, use, or other- 
wise interfero with any of tho Fire-Lad- 
ders, in tho respectivo wards of the City 
of Victoria, without the con»ont first ob- 
tained of the Chief Engineer of the Firo 
Department or his Assistant, except in 
case of fire occurring within tho said City 
Limits." 

2. ThiB Bylaw may bo cited for all pur- 
poses as the " Bylaw for defining tho du- 
ties of Firo Wardens and regulating the 
conduct of tho inhabitants at fires."

THE PROPOSITION TO "PULL 
WOOL" OVER THE EYES OF 
BRITISH COLUMBIANS. 



Mr. Savon's application to be granted 
a monopoly for the manufacture of 
woolen goods wa3 briefly referred to on 
Saturday. Our opinion then was strongly 
adverse to the scheme. Upon reflection 
we can discover no reason why the 
application should be seriously enter- 
tained by the House. The day when 
exclusive • rights were granted has 
happily passed away. Macaulay in 
his history of Englamd devotes consid- 
erable spaco -to a description of the 
injurious effects of monopolies. During 
Elizaheth's and subsequent reign3, 
when exclusive rights wore granted 
upon the most trivial pretexts, one 
man, is described as obtaining a mono- 
poly to gather street garbage; another 
to purchase and sell old clothes ; a 
third to manufacture furniture, and so 
on until nearly the whole business of 
London fell into the hands of a fow 
operators with sufficient money in hand 
to'^Hy 'exclusive rights of some kind. 
What does Mr. Savon ask ? An " ex- 
clusivo privilege for fifteen years and 
six thousand dollars in gold coin for 
tho manufacture of woolen goods in 
the province." Now, the demand for 
a bonus we deem reasonable. No ono 
will be found to object to that ; although 
it is a fact . that important industries 
have boon established here of late and 
are now . running successfully without 
state nid. But it seems to bo an under- 
stood thing that the outlay required in 
the establishment of a woollen mill is 
so heavy, and the risk so great, that 
encouragement must bo extended to 
capitalists bofore they will consent to 
invost. Under tho circumstancos we 
will go so far as to say that $G000 
seems an insignificant sum, indeed, for 
the purpose ; it has evidently been in- 
sorted in tho notice of application 
without, any serious idea of prossing it, 
tho groat. object being tho attainment 
of a monopoly which, if granted, could 
not help but bear heavily on the agri- 
culturalist. At this time the entire 
wool clip of the province is exported. 
Tho selling price is from twelvo 
to fourteen cents per pound, buyers 
pleading that a higher rate would not 
reimburse them after paying freight 
and other charges. Now, at San Fran- 
cisco northern Oregon wool — which is 
not a whit better than tho British Col- 
umbia product — is selling at from 22 
to 30 cents per pound. This marked 
difference is attributable to the largo 
local consumption, buyers for export be- 
ing brought directly into competition 
with manufacturers in the local mar- 
kets. The producer benefits largely 
from the competition between dealers 
and manufacturers in a country where 
nr. "exclusive privilege" is not asked 
and would not be granted. If the ap- 
plication of Mr. Savnn should meet 
with success the woolgrowers would be 
almost as completely atthe mercy of the 
buyer as they are now, because if tho 
buyers cannot afford to pay above . 1-t 
cents per pound for wool at present 
the mill need offer but 1 cent a pound 
above the buyers to carry off the en- 
tjro production. But if tho entorprise 
is loft open to all — to any one who 
may see proper to engage in the 
manufacture of woolen fabrics dB in 
the manufacture of any other descrip- 
tion of goods, tho producer could not 
but benefit from tho competition creat- 
ed by two or more woolen mills. But 
in the hands of an injurious and dan- 
gerous monopoly we fear that he would 
fare badly. 

What should be dono is to grant 
power to municipalities to offer bonuses 
for tho establishment in their midst of 
woolen mills or manufactories of any 
description to which they may think it 
advisablo to extend a helping hand. In 
the case of a woolen mill the govern- 
ment should offer the sum of $10,000 
to the party or parties who shall first 
erect a mill of a prescribed class with- 
in the province: and the government 
grant might be supplemented by a 
municipal grftnt. But under no circum- 
stances should an "exclusive privilege" 
be given. Every possible encourago- 
raent should bo extended to Mr. Savon 
and his friends; but an "exclusive 
privilege" would bo an unreasonable 
and dangerous innovation and should 
not be tolerated. While we would not 
give the projectors of this scheme a' mo- 
nopoly that would extend over the 
spaco of fifteen minutes wo would go 
as far as any one to assist them with 
government grants and municipal ban- 



"booked for a boycotting." He next 
snubbed Judge Lonfield's views in a 
recent Fortnightly Review andir.jFro- 
fessor Fuoude's paper in tho Nineteenth 
Century, which were pUghtlyl land 
lcaguish in temper: while he commend- 
ed the views of M. vr Molinari in the 
Debats newspaper of -' Paris because 
these were colored with '--a Tory bia6. 
Mr. Bexck-Jones declares that during 
forty years ho has turned out only one 
tenant and had obtained, as he gradu- 
ally acquired 1,000 acres, the free sur- 
render of the possible rights of under 
tenants. For all this he seems in his 
article to have anticipated.trouble. His 
garden wall bristled with broken glass, 
and during a speech at a Loudon agri- 
cultural show last year he "contrasted 
the bright, clean Germnn dairymaid 
wearing blue ribbons and a smart cap 
with, tho dirtv drudges so frequent in 
Ireland." " . 

A llbdM IN THE FUR TRADE. 

British Columbians will bo, interested 
aud pleased to know from jthe -Mon- 
treal Witness that tho fur trade; of that 
city has not been in .soJ flourishing a 
condition, since. 1873. v t For .several 
years after that memorable epoch. when 
funds were low and prices down in tho 
United States, it languished and many 
failures took place. A large number 
of those who indulged in oxpensive 
furs were compelled, during the'hard 
times, to economize, and the mild 
wintors enabled many to wear felt hats, 
ordinary overcoats and cloth sacks dur- 
ing tho entire season. Tho early win- 
ter seems to have taken the furdealors 
by surprise, as tho stocks at present in 
the market are extremely low A re- 
presentative of tho 11 Untes called on 
Green & Sons, and was informed that 
the whole force of tho firm is being 
driven night and day for a class of 
finer goods, showing that there is more 
money in tho .'country and orders are 
not particularly limited to prico. Their 
whole stock is very low, in fact almost 
cleaned out. The crush is caused by 
repeated orders, and most of the retail 
dealers throughout tho country have 
but scanty stocks on hand. Orders 
have poured in from St. John's, Nfld,, 
to Victoria, B. C. Other .wholesalo 
dealers give as cheerful and prosperous 
accounts of thoir business. The retail 
dealers are wreathed in smiles, as most 
of thorn are full of orders. Messrs. 
John Henderson <L r Co. say they are 
doing an exceptionally good business,- 
having many orders. Another retailer 
states that ha has orders far ahoad,aome 
of which are for §1,200 to $1,000 from 
privato individuals. All his ompioyes 
are kept vwy busy. Still another says 
he has had to rtfuse a great deal of 
work this season, and if his stock had 
been made up could ; have sold' double 
the s mount.

1. The Election of a Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for tho City of Victoria for tho 
year 1881 shall take iilacc on the second 
Monday in the month of January, 1881, 
and such election shall commence at L'2 
o'clock noon. 

2. Tho Nomination of Candidates for 
the respective oflices of Mayor and Coun- 
cillors for tho said City shall take place 
at the new City Hall, Douglas street. 

15. The Returning Officer of Yates 
Street Ward shall, on the second Monday 
in January, 1881, at noon, nominate such 
persons as shall bo put in Humiliation in 
that behalf by somo duly qualified voter 
as candidates for tho said offices, as the 
caso may be. A show of hands shall thou 
tako placo and tho said Returning Officer 
shall thereupon doclaro which of tho can- 
didates for tho said offices has or have 
boon elected by tho show of hands. 

4. In caso a poll be duly demanded at the 
election of a Mayor, tho voto of tho elec- 
tors shall bo takon on tho following day 
at tho now City Hall, Douglas street, in 
the said City of Victoria, and tho said 
poll shall bo open' at 10 o'clock a. in. mid 
close at 4 p. m. 

f>. In case a poll shall bo duly demand- 
ed at tho eloction of Councillors for any 
Ward in tho said City of Victoria, tho 
voto of the electors entitled to voto in 
such Ward shall bo taken on the day fol- 
lowing tho nomination at tho following 
placoa, that is to say: 

In Johnson Htroot Ward, ut tho now 
City Hall, Douglas street, in tho said 
City. 

Tn Yates Street Ward, at the Police 
Barracks, Bastion street, in tho said ! 
City. 

In James Bay Ward, at tho Hook and 
Ladder Houso, in tho said City. 
And the said shall bo ope,n at. 10 o'clock 
a. m. and close at 4 p. m. 

0. In caso of a poll at an election for 
Afayor and Councillors tho vote shall be 
given by "ballot. 

7. Tho ballot of each voter shall con- 
sist of a paper (in this Bylaw called a bal- 
lot paper) showing tho names and occu- 
pations of the candidates for the offico of 
Councillor. In Johnson Street Ward, in 
addition to such ballot paper, tliero shall 
bo an additional ballot paper showing the 
names and descriptions of tho candidates 
for tho offico of Mayor ; each ballot paper 
shall havo a number printed on tho hack 
and shall havo attached a counterfoil with 
the same number printed on the face.

marked his vole or. the paper and folded 
it up so its to conceal his voto shall placo 
it in a closed box in tho presence of tho 
officer presiding at tho Polling Station 
after having shown to him tho official 
mark on tho back. 

8. Any ballot paper which hits not on 
the back the official mark, or on which 
votes mo given to more candidates than 
tho voter is entitled to voto for, or on 
which anything except the said number 
on the back is written or marked by which 
the vote can be identified shall bo void 
and not counted. 

9. After the close of the poll the ballot 
boxes shall be closed up so as to prevonl 
the insertion of additional ballotpaporsand 
shall lie takon cliargo of by the Returning 
Officer for Yates Street Ward and that 
officer shall in the presence of such of tho 
candidates as may be in attendance, or 
their agents, ami of the Returning Officer 
open tho ballot boxes at tho now Council 
Chambers, Douglas street, in the said city, 
and ascertain tho result of tho poll by 
counting, the votes given to each candi- 
date, and shall forthwith declare to bo 
elected the candidates or candidate to 
whom the majority of votes' have been 
given.

Mr. Y'ates' statement in this connection 
is : that the H. B. Co. in L858 sold more 
ground on the south of lot 203 than be- 
longed to them. The surveyor obeyed 
company's orders by staking oil' the quan- 
tity which the company had sold, but by 
doing so they took feet off Mr. Yates' 
lot. 

That on Mr. Yatos complaining of this 
tho quantity by which the lot 203 was 
reduced on tho south was by tho H. 15. 
Co. taken off tho public landing, thereby 
I extending tho northern boundary of lot 
j 203 and its frontage of 100 foot, conse- 
quently '.-ducing the width or tlio public 
landing !) feet. 

The 1858 map shows tho public landing 
to bolfifoet. Thecommissioners, however, 
state that this map ha:- beon altored, and 
your committee suggest :hat this may be 
the explanation of tho .-toration of tho 
1858 map which Mr. Pvirso makes refer- 
ence to. 

Your committee lia\t! been informed 
that tho 1858 map wa-. not varnished till 
18G1, any alteration could therefore bo 
made previous to varnishing. 

The 1801 official map published by Mr. 
Peniberton, and the 1858 map made for 
the H. B. Co. by the same surveyor who 
made tho official 1858 map under the 
supervision of Mr. J. D. Peniberton, all 
show the landing to bo 10 feet wido and 
those tend to show that tho alterations, if 
any, in tho width of tho public landing 
on tho 1858 map were officially made. 

Tho statement of Mr. T. Trounce as to 
tho width claimed by Government by Mr. 
B. W. Pearso in 1858 as 10 feet for tho 
landing, also supports this view. 

Tho question which your committee 
deems specially important arises — 

Had tho II. B. Co. or their agents 
power to make the reduction in tho land- 
ing which is shown by tho official maps/ 

In this connection we were shown 
copies of letters 20th May, 1800, from B. 
W. Pearso, acting colonial surveyor, stat- 
ing "that all arrangements with survey in 
the city are made by the agonts of the H. 
B. Co." 

From Mr. W. A. G. Young, acting col- 
onial secretary, 30th March, 18G0, stating 
"that the H. B. Co. are legally still tho 
grantees of tho royal rights to this privi- 
lege (water rights) and that it would bo 
safer to make application to thciri so that 
the titlo may be complete." 

The official letters from which those 
are extracts show that the H. B. Co. 
were the head authority at these dates 
on matters of city survey. 

Your committee deemed it necessary 
to define the line of Wharf stroet at the 
public landing and also the southern 
boundary line of the public landing 
as shown on tho official map 1880, by 
having a fence erected the said fence 
is now up and in place, showing tho 
street CO feet and the public land- 
ing 32 feet in width; the erection of these 
fences will tend lo bring this vexed ques- 
tion to an issue.

A Capital Speech by air. Bunstor, 

Ottawa, Dec. 17 
Mr. Blake, in moving for any copies of 
correspondence with tho government ol 
British Columbia or with any persons in tho 
province respecting the island railway said 
I observe that there has been some dis 
cussionon the subject of the island railway, 
an enterprise in which, as the hou. mem- 
ber for Vancouver (Mr. Bunstor) knows, 
I have always taken a very groat interest, 
and I think it would be "important to 
know whether there has been any discus- 
sion on that subject. The gentlemen, 
whom my hon. friend has always regard- 
ed as tho special friends of his provinco, 
are now in power and havo brought down 
a scheme for the completion, as they call 
it, of the Pacific railway. I suppose my 
hon. friend from Vancouver will agree 
with me, though on entirely different 
grounds, that tho schema is a vory im- 
perfect one. His reasons will be, the rail- 
way doos not go far enough west, does 
not extend to the Island. At any rato 
it will be interesting to know what is tho 
attitude of tho government with regard 
to the island railway. 

Mr. Bunster. I am glad to hear tho 
leader of the opposition (Mr. Blake) has 
soon tho error of his ways in oppesifig 
British Columbia. I am glad to seo him 



take an intorest in British Columbk 
am glad to see ho is at last convinced ho 
has made a mistake in opposing that pro- 
vinco as ho did in days gone by. I soe 
ho is .seeking a great deal of information 
in relation to that country, but whether 
it is in the intorest of that country or the 
interests of tho Dominion, or to overturn 
the present occupants of the treasury bon- 
chos from their places, is a question pretty 
well settled in my mind. Evory opposi- 
tion that could have been raised has been 
raised by the hon. gentleman against tho 
union of British Columbia with Canada. 
How many times baa ho not -said he 
would rather seo British Columbia go 
than remain in tho Dominion'! 
Mr. Blake. No, never. 
Mr. Bunster. Then the press is not as 
reliable as I believe it to bo. What 
chance would there be of making a na- 
tion of this Canada of ours if you lot 
British Columbia go ( According to tho 
policy of tho hon. gentleman, he would 
change that policy. I, for ono, know tho 
value of British Columbia, and 1 would 
again inform that hon. gontlcman that it 
is not tho inhospitable country ho would 
dopict it to bo. If ho would only sook 
information for himself by going to that 
country, he would find it a hospitablecoun- 
try, and much as he has abused it, ho 
would rocoivo a hearty welcome thoro, 
and would change his mind with reference 
to it, so that, he would lend a helping 
hand to the present government to built 
the road. I do not approve of tho Bchemo 
of the present government, bocauso it 
does not go far enough. According to 
the Carnarvon award wo were to have a 
road built to Vancouver island. There is 
not a word in tho present arrangement 
about building that road. But let Van- 
couver go; let her go out of the "Dominion 
Sho will make her own road. We have 
gained nothing by belonging to this grea 1 
Dominion. Wo had been living in hope- 
that Canada would carry out her bargain 
with British Columbia. I would ask hon. 
gentlemen, has Canada carried out her 
terms. No ; the answer is plain. She 
has not. Tho present government woro 
thrown from power seven years ago; hence 
the road was stopped. Ten thousand tons 
of rails were sent out there to raise tho 
hopes of the people that the road would 
be built in goou raitli. Dot tvL..i 
was the consequences / Because the 
people of Vancouver Island were not 
loyal to that government, tho rails were 
removed to the mainland, and allowod to 
deteriorate there, with half an inch of 
rust accumulated on them, not to speak 
of the interest accumulated on their 
price. If they had been utilized on the 
island, they would havo more than paid 
for themselves by to-day. Not ono is yet 
laid, and the bad faith of which British 
Columbia has been made tho victim, is 
not creditable to either tho presenter the 
late government. The road on Van- 
couver Island will pay from tho 
first, as it will bo employed in ex- 
porting coal and other minerals, ill 
passenger traffic, and in developing a very 
rich tract of land. It will pay by bring- 
ing to the custom house a very largo ad- 
ditional revenue. Vancouver alono has 
sent this year $700,000 odd to the Domin- 
ion Exchequer, a good deal more than 
was expended in British Columbia. Ne- 
vertheless, she is abused continually to 
her injury. When the Americans read 
speeches made in tlio House, and denun- 
ciations of British Columbia, they say, 
that is not a country for us to emigrate 
to. It is not complimentary to British 
Columbia to denounce her thus, particu- 
larly whon, on account of imperfect infor- 
mation regarding hor, she has not receiv- 
ed fair play, I regret very much, for the 
abuse sho has recoived, that wo joined 
tho confederacy so soon. We should havo 
done better to romain under tho old flag. 
I sav this, though not an annexationist, 
but aa loyal to England as any man in the 
House. We woro brought into the Union 
by promises of tho right hon. Premier 
which he thought, probably, he would be 
ablo to perform, but which have not yet 
beon fulfilled. We can not be accused of 
demanding from Canada the pound of 
flesh when wo have waited ton years for 
tho fulfilment of her promises ; and now 
the [Bland, tho most important part of 
British Columbia, is totally ignored, 
tliougli one ot lis constituencies was vory 
much ploased to give the Premier a seat, 
when ho wanted one. 1 do not consider 
ho has treatedhis constituents as ho should 



have done in leaving the Island out of 
the Syndicate. It is my humblo duty to 
inform him that I do not think he has 
given that attention to his constituents 
which they deserved, or treated them as 
he ought to have. 

Mr. Blake— The hon. gentleman com- 
plains that ho has not treated his con- 
stituents ; I want to know how many he 
would havo to treat. 

Mr. Bunster — I do not know what kind 
of treatment you mean — whether it be 
beer. I think you should treat them with 
fairness and justice. As to carrying out 
the Carnarvon awnrd, accepted by the 
late Government, the people of Canada, 
endorsing it practically, said to tho pre- 
sent Government, you can return to 
power, to treat British Columbia fairly, 
as she i3 worth all tho rost of the Domin- 
put together. Our province is rich in 
minerals, including gold, coal and marble, 
rich in lumber, fish and agricultural re- 
sources, possessing as fine rivers as auy 
in Canada, not excepting the St. Law- 
rence. Till it is better known to tho poople 
of Canada and her statesmen it will not 
receive fair play. During tho whole 
period of Confederation the only Cana- 
dian minister who honored us with a visit 
was Mr. Lahgovin, who was so pleased 
with our province that ho has ever sinco 
felt kindly towards it. In fact we havo 
looked upon him as a seventh momber. 
We had other visitors, though, including 
Mr. Edgar, who thought wo were in the 
market, as he offered us $750,000 for cer- 
tain things. But there is more money 
thoro, in tho Dominion Savings Bank, be- 
longing to our people, and more in a little 
commercial bank awaiting investment, in 
tho hopo that Canada will carry out her 
promise to British Columbia. How many 
wen have beon ruined in that province 
waiting till real estate in which they had 
investod would rise in valuo through the 
building of the Canadian Pacific Railway? 
Quite a numbor, who placed too much 
confidence in those promises. Then a 
Governor-General came to British Colum- 
bia and made all sorts of promises on be- 
half of tho late Government, not one of 
which havo been carried out. Is Br ilish 
Columbia being fairly dealt with? The 
answer must bo no. Tho answer of the 
peoplo at tho last general election was 
that it had not been fairly dealt with, and 
thoro should bo a change of Government. 
I havo had considorablo trouble in con- 
vincing our people that if we gavo the 
prosent Government time, thoy would try 
to do better, but u cortainly astonished 
mo to seo tho loador of tho Government 
leaving out his own constituency, by not 
building tho Island Railway. The island 
is the best part of British Columbia, pos- 
sessing more capital, more population and 
more business for tho railway than the 
rest of tho provinco. Tho grades on tho 
island would bo easy and tho distanco 
short, and last, but not loast, wo com- 
mand tho finost harbor in tho world. No 
matter whore tho railway bo builtj you 
will be eventually obliged to bring it to 
Esquimau, to command tho commerce of 
the world. 

Motion agreed to.
